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EXHIBITION SURVEYS CUBISM 


The development of Cubism as seen 
through the eyes of its eldest master 
is being exhibited in the main gallery 
of the school through December to 
January 20. Paintings and prints by 
Jacques Villon, along with a small 
selection of works by his celebrated 
brother, Marcel Duchamp, have been 
lent for exhibition by the Yale Univer¬ 
sity Art Gallery from its famous Col¬ 
lection Societe Anonyme. 

According to George Heard Hamil¬ 
ton, Curator of Modern Art at the Yale 
gallery, this exhibition comprises "one 
of the most authoritative documents 
for the reconstruction of the Cubist 
dialectic." In addition to his paint¬ 
ings, Villon produced a series of col¬ 
ored engravings after other masters 
which provide a somewhat wider pic¬ 
ture of Cubist evolution. These en¬ 
gravings, writes Mr. Hamilton, are in 
no sense copies. "Although faithful in 
color and form to the original, each 

NEW LIBRARY PROGRAM 

The Anne Bremer Memorial Library at 
the school is now open Monday through 
Friday for use by students of the school 
and by members of the Art Association. 
Among recently added features are the 
following: 

(1) Small exhibitions of original works 
by significant modern and contemporary 
artists. For instance, the first exhibition, 
in November, lent by Mrs. Adolph Mack, 
included paintings by Picasso, Klee, and 
Miro. The December exhibition, lent by 
Miss Jeanne Reynal, includes paintings 
by contemporaries living in the United 
States, such as Stanley William Hayter, 
Jacqueline Lamba, Arshile Gorky, and 
Jackson Pollock. 

(2) Books and periodicals with matter re¬ 
lated to the works exhibited are marked 
and displayed for the convenience of 
students and visitors. 

(3) Current art exhibitions in New York 
are represented at all times by a com¬ 
plete file of catalogues on display. 

(4) Lectures for students of the school, 


is also an interpretation, Villon's pri¬ 
vate comment on the accomplishment 
of others, upon Braque and Leger, 
Gromaire and Metzinger, even upon 
himself. In this way we understand 
because we can see, how a master 
understood as he saw, his contempo¬ 
raries. Villon has thus described an 
entirely new activity for reproductive 
engraving in our time; instead of a 
copy, criticism; instead of passive 
contemplation, positive participation. 
Lately Villon himself stated: "Crea¬ 
tion and abstraction are the logical 
outcome of the successive renuncia¬ 
tions which have stripped painting of 
all that is documentary and utilita¬ 
rian." Artists and students whose vi¬ 
sion is now preoccupied with varia¬ 
tions of this type will be interested to 
see, in concentrated exhibition, step- 
by-step evidence of the search which 
has led to current discoveries. 


available also to members of the Art As¬ 
sociation, are frequently given by experts 
in various fields. 

The subscription list of periodicals is be¬ 
ing revised and broadened and lately pub¬ 
lished books are being purchased as fast 
as funds permit, in order to bring the Li¬ 
brary’s immediately contemporary section 
into better balance with its large repre¬ 
sentation of earlier books. 

The Anne Bremer Memorial Library, es¬ 
tablished by the late Albert M. Bender 
in December, 1925, was stocked by Mr. 
Bender and other donors until it became 
one of the best art libraries in the West. 
It is now maintained through a very 
modest income from a special fund, and 
by cash contributions made from time to 
time by interested individuals and groups. 
For example, since Mr. Bender’s death his 
office staff has sent an annual check on his 
birthday 

The Library’s collections are now being 
catalogued under a more accurate and 
convenient system by Miss Victoria 
Brown. 



NEW DEPARTMENT OF PHOTOGRAPHY 


Ten thousand dollars has been 
granted to the San Francisco Art As¬ 
sociation by the Columbia Founda¬ 
tion to be used toward the establish¬ 
ment of a Department of Photography 
at the California School of Fine Arts. 
Ansel Adams, who will plan the de¬ 
partment and teach in its program, 
expresses the opinion that "with the 
facilities of the school ... a magnifi¬ 
cent photographic center will de¬ 
velop." 

"I believe," said Mr. Adams, "that the 
founding of this department could not 
come at a better time than now. It is 
an enviable opportunity to present 
the art and profession of photography 
with deserved dignity and effective¬ 
ness." 


Discussing his plans, Mr. Adams said 
that the Department of Photography 
will be based on "a program of thor¬ 
ough training, with due regard for a 
general cultural background in other 
graphic media, and with a definite 
inclination towards professional ap¬ 
plications. The significance of pho¬ 
tography and its close relationship 
to industrial culture and modern 
thought, expression and communica¬ 
tion, places a great responsibility on 
those who are entrusted with the edu¬ 
cational responsibility of the art. It is 
necessary to establish high and ethi¬ 
cal professional standards." 

The new department will be equip¬ 
ped and installed in time to open 
for the School's next summer session. 


MONTALVO FOUNDATION 


Waldemar Johansen has been ap¬ 
pointed by the board of directors of 
the San Francisco Art Association as 
assistant director of Montalvo Foun¬ 
dation for a period of eight months, 
beginning on January 1, 1946. Mrs. 
Anne Dodge Bailhache, director of 
the foundation, has been granted a 
leave of absence for a period of four 
months, beginning on December 1. 
Mr. Johansen was a visiting instructor 


at the California School of Fine Arts 
in 1941, when he conducted a course 
in Design for the Theatre. With exten¬ 
sive experience in theatre design and 
production, both in Europe and the 
United States, he was formerly tech¬ 
nical director of the Memorial Theatre 
at Stanford University. Mrs. Bailhache 
and Mr. Johansen have been plan¬ 
ning together for the future develop¬ 
ment of the Montalvo center. 


DOUGLAS MACAGY HONORED

Candidates for the annual Abraham 
Rosenberg Scholarship, or scholar¬ 
ships, should submit their applica¬ 
tions to the Board of Directors of 
the San Francisco Art Association 
before March 15, 1946, according 
to announcement by the directors. 
Application forms may be obtained 
from the California School of Fine 
Arts. 

Abraham Rosenberg, late long-time 
patron of the arts, is remembered 
in these scholarships awarded in his 
name by the Art Association. The 
purpose of the scholarships is to 
assist artists of exceptional qualifi¬ 
cations toward making contribu¬ 
tions to the culture of America 
through the fine arts. They are in¬ 
tended primarily to enable such art¬ 
ists to study abroad. However, the 
committee of selection is authorized 
to consider applicants who desire 
to pursue special research in this 
country, provided they present ex¬ 
ceptional plans of study. Applicants 
must have been registered in the 
California School of Fine Arts at 
some time for at least two semes¬ 
ters. The awards are made with¬ 
out restriction as to sex, race, color, 
or creed. Last year's winner was 
Sargent Johnson, sculptor.
